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(57) Abstract: A system (10) and method for scanning indivituals for illicit objects includes the ability to scan a wheeled user 
transport device (60) and an individual being transported thereby for metallic objects and to determine whether an illicit object may 
be present, without activating an alarm for the user transport device (60) while detecting illicit objects on the individual. 
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
